1. (Previously Presented) A golf chib having a shaft and a head secured to ther shaft, the head 

con^rising: 

a primary element at least partially formed of a first mat^l, the primary element 
defining a first surface and an opposite second sur&ce^ the first sur&ce providing 
an area for engaging a golf bal L and substantially ail of the first surface being 
formed from tha firct fnati>f^f>|; 

a cavity defined by a portion of the primary etenent that is of unitary constniction^ the 
cavity being positioned between the first surface and the second surface^ at least a 
portion of the cavity extending in a direction that is substantially parallel to the 
first surface; 

at least one depression that is defined by the primary element and extends toward the 

second surface firom the cavity; and 
an ins^ element formed of a second mat^ial and positbned within the cavity, the insert 

element including at least one protrusion exiting into the depression, and the 

second mat^ial being different than the first materia l the second material having 

a lesser density than the first materifll. 

2. (Original) The golf chib recited in claim 1, wherein the cavity and the insert 

a substantiaUy constant thickness in a direction extending between the first sur&ce and the 
second sur&ce. 

3. (Withdrawn) The golf club rec&ed in claim 1, wherein the cavity and the insert element 
exhibtt a varying thickness. 
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4. (Withdrawn) The golf club recited in claim 3, wherein the thickness decrea5ingly4apers in 
end poitions of the cavity and the insert element. 

5. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 1» wherein the cavity extends through one of a lower 
sur&ce and an upper surface of (he primary element to expose the insert element. 

6. (Previously Presented) The golf chib recited in claim S, wherein the at least one depression is 
formed in the one of the lowet sur&ce and the upper surface.

8. (Original) The golf chib recited in claim 1, wherein the first material is a metal and the 
second material is a polymer. 

9. (Withdrawn) The golf chib recited in claim 1, wherein the head includes at least one 
additional element that is scoured to the primary element. 

10. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 1, wherein dimensions of the insert elem^ are 
substantially similar to dimensions of the cavity. 

11. (Withdrawn) The golf okb recited in claim 1, wherein a ring element exteods rearward 
from the primary element. 

12. (Withdrawn) The golf chib recited in claim 1 1^ wherein the ring elamant h fem^ pf a thW^ 
materisl* the first material axui the third material being dtfiferent metals. 

13. (Withdrawn) The golf chib ledted in claim 1 2, wherein a drasity of the first material is less 
than a density of the third material 
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14. (Withdrawn) The golf chxb lecited in claim 1 1| whmin a protnision extends fiom an imiK 
$ur£ac0 of the ring element. 

15. (Currently Amended) A golf club haviag a shaft and a head secured to the shaft, the head 

conq}rising: 

a primary element formed of a metal material, the primaiy element defining a face and an 
opposite rear surface; 

a cavity defmed by a portion of the primary element that i$ of unitary construction, the 
cavity being positioned between the fice and the rear surfice, and the cavity 
forming an onening in a lower surface of the orimarv element pn^ ^vt^ding onlv 

partially between the lower aurfape unH An iippgr oirfeftft nf ffrfTT^TY 

the cavity having a substantially constant thidmess, the cavity extending in a 
direction between a heel side and a toe side of the head» and the cavity having at 
least one depression formed in the lower surface and extending toward the rear 
sur&ce; and 

an insert element formed of a polymer material with a lesser densitv than the metal 
material^ the insert element being positioned within the cavity, and a portion of 
the inseit element being located within the at least one depression. 

16. (Previously Presented) The golf club recited in claim IS, wherein at least a portion of the 
cavity extends in a direction that is substantially parallel to the face. 

17. (QriginaO The golf chib recited in claim IS, wherein the cavity extends through one of a 
tower surfice and an upper sur&oe of the primary element to ei^ose the insot elem^ 

18. (Previously Presented) The golf chib recited in claim 17, wherein the at least one depression 
is formed in the one of the lower suifiice and the upper surfoce.

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20. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 15» wfamio iho metal material is steeL 

21. (Withdrawn) The golf chib recited in claim 15, wherein the head includes at least one 
additional element that is secured to the piimaxy element 

22. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 1S» wherein dimensions of the insert element are 
substantially similar to dimensions of the cavity. 

23. (Withdrawn) The golf club recited in claim 1S» wherein a ring element extends rearward 
fiom the primary element. 

24. (Withdrawn) The golf club repited in claim 23, wherein the ring element is formed of a 
ixietal material, the metal material of the primaiy element being different than the metal material 
ofthe ring element. 

25. (Withdrawn) The golf chib recited in claim 24, wherein the metal material ofthe primary 
element is aluminum and the metal material of the ring element is SteeL 

26. O^^tbdrawn) The golf chib recited in claim 23, wherein a protciision extends from an iimer 
sur&ce of the ring element. 

27. (Currently Amended) A method of manufacturing a head for a golf club, the method 
cooqirising stepg ot 

forming a primary element of die head from a first material hy ca^^ing the prpmaiy 
element with ^ fryj}^^ the primary element having a foce and an opposite rear 
sur&ce; 

defining a caviar within a portion of the primary element that is of unitary construction 
bv positioning a protnision in the it|^M fK.«» fjyrpi ff the cavitv. the Cavity being 
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positioned between the fiu^e and the rear surface, at least a portion of the cavity 
Voiding substantially parallel to the fice, and the cavity inchiding at least one 
dq>res$ion extending toward the rear surface; and 
positioning an ins^ dement within the cavity, the insert element being fonned of a 
second material that is different 6om the first material 

28, (Original) The method recited in claim 27, wherein the st^ of fonning includes milling the 
primary element.
